—Governor Donahey may not make 
recess apointmen.ts according 
to 
a 


ruling made today by Attorney Gen- 
eral Crabbe. 
The opinion was ren- 


dered in response to a request from 
the executive office for information 
regarding the status of state officers 
appointed by the governor to succeed 
others whose terms expire while the 
senate is not in session 
and -whose 


appointments are subject to confir- 
mation by the senate. 


At the same time the attorney gen- 


eral adUsed the governor that 
tha 


senate js not in session within 
the 


meaning of the law even if it is tech- 
nically in a state of "recess for 
minutes" ending December 31. 


The opinion reverses the 
former 


custom of Ohio governors of making 
appointments during a recpss, the 
appointees occupying their offices un- 
til the senate returned to act upon 
thorn. 


Acocrding to Mr. Crabbe the gov- 


ernor's power to make appointments 
subject to senate 
confirmation 
is 


limited to instances where 
offices 


have been vacated by death or resig- 
nation of incumbents.
